While  over  half  the  deaths  in  the  district  are  in  those  aged  75  and  over 
and  nearly  three  quarters  in  those  aged  over  65^  deaths  under  4 weeks  were 
the  highest  until  the  45-j-  age  group  is  reached.  It  can  be  seen  that  if  one 
can  survive  the  rigours  of  birth  and  the  first  few  weeks  of  life  one  has  a very 
good  chance  of  living  the  allotted  span.

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There  is  a surprisingly  high  incidence  of  measles  which  is  due  to  a 
rather  early  start  to  the  biennial  epidemic,  most  of  these  cases  were  notified 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1964. 


It  is  disturbing  to  find  this  high  incidence  of  whooping  cough  after 
two  years  with  few  notifications,  though  it  is  gratifying  to  find  so  few  of  the 
cases  were  aged  under  1 year,  when  there  is  a high  mortality  from  this 
disease.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  introduction  of  the  booster  injection 
of  the  triple  Antigen  (Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus)  at  18 
months  will  reduce  the  incidence  of  tlie  disease  once  more. 


Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  this  must,  in  the  main, 
be  due  to  the  widespread  use  of  vaccination  against  the  disease.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  a high  degree  of  hard  immunity  can  be  maintained  and  thus 
keep  the  virus  at  bay. 


It  is  interesting  to  see  that  there  were  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning 
and  only  two  of  dysentery.  In  view  of  the  frequency  of  diarrhoea  in  the 
community,  great  doubt  must  be  cast  at  the  accuracy  of  these  figures  as  an 
index  of  the  infection  in  the  community. 


There  must  be  many  cases  where  no  causal  organism  was  found  and 
many  others  in  whom  the  disease  was  so  mild  that  they  did  not  call  on  the 
services  of  their  Doctor. 


1964  was,  from  the  Infectious  Diseases  point  of  view,  best  remembered 
by  the  “Typhoid  Epidemic  in  Aberdeen”.  Though  we  did  not  have  any 
direct  contacts  from  Aberdeen,  or  any  other  cases,  the  department  was 
involved  in  a lot  of  work  checking  all  the  food  premises  in  the  area  for 
corned  beef. 


This  outbreak  emphasised  the  need  for  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene 
for  aU  food  handlers,  whether  at  home  or  in  retail  food  premises.

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D— B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the  year 
of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents,  a test  is  performed 
to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it 
has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken,  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is 
acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If,  however,  the  test  indicates  the  child 
has  not  encountered  the  tubercle  bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  has  been  chosen,  because  at  this  age,  the  natural  resistance 
to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection  during  the 
years  of  increased  risk. 

The  following  results  were  obtained  from  the  four  secondary  schools 
that  are  attended  by  the  children  from  Caistor  Rural  District.

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Home  Health  Services 

These  are  provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council.  They  include  the 
health  visitor,  district  nurse,  midwife,  home  helps  and  various  welfare 
services. 

Isolation  Hospitals 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospitalisation  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Mental  Health  Services 

Treatment  is  arranged  with  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Supervision  and  after-care  are  carried  out  by  trained  staff  employed  by 
Lindsey  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  nearest  centres  are  at  Brigg,  Grimsby  and  Lincoln. 

School  Health  Services 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  but  the 
day-to-day  work  is  delegated  to  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  All  children 
are  examined  routinely  during  their  first  year  at  school,  their  first  year  in  the 
secondary  school  and  at  school  leaving  age.  Children  in  whom  any  defect 
is  found  are  supervised  as  necessary.  Immunisations  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis  (B.C.G.)  are  carried  out  at  the 
appropriate  time  in  the  schools. 

School  Clinics  are  held  each  week  at  Brigg  and  Market  Rasen,  at  which 
any  school  child  can  attend  for  advice,  treatment  or  minor  ailments, 
immunisations,  etc.

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Dental  Treatment 

Lindsey  County  Council  arrange  treatment  for  mothers  and  children. 
The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  Mr.  K.  H.  Davis,  holds  a dental  clinic 
at  Market  Rasen  and  has  a mobile  clinic  for  visits  to  schools. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Laboratory  examinations  are  mostly  done  at  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory, St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln,  and  sometimes  at  Grimsby  and  District 
Hospital.  Dr.  Croll  is  always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problems  that  arise 
and  his  help  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Samples  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  Northern  Analysts  in  Hull. 
Ambulance  Service 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  or 
in  emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 

Liaison 

I enjoy  good  liaison  with  the  local  practitioners  and  following  my  pre- 
decessor’s example  I attend  their  group  meetings.  The  personal  contact 
achieved  at  these  meetings  is  very  valuable. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

There  are  in  the  district  about  500  houses  (1  in  9)  without  W.C.’s., 
representing  about  11%  of  tlie  houses  in  the  district.  This  can  be  com- 
pared with  the  latest  available  figures,  from  the  1961  Census,  which  shows 
that  throughout  the  Country  as  a whole  9%  of  the  houses  are  witliout  W.C.’s 
and  in  ru;,al  districts  about  18 ^o*  There  are  at  present  difficulties  in 
relieving  tliis  position  due  to  lack  of  sewage  disposal  facilities  in  some 
districts  and  the  fact  that  many  of  the  older  houses  are  not  suitable  for  im- 
provement. New  sewage  disposal  works  are  being  built  and  others  are 
planned  ; with  this  and  the  campaign  to  persuade  people  to  carry  out  the 
conversions,  which  is  being  carried  out  at  the  time  of  writing,  I hope  to  be 
able  to  report  on  improvement  in  the  situation  in  my  next  report. 

Work  on  slum  clearance  progresses  steadily  but  it  is  sad  to  think,  that 
in  this  day  and  age,  so  many  people  have  to  occupy  sub -standard  houses 
lacking  the  basic  amenities. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  during  the  year. 

No  cases  were  dealt  with  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  or  the  emergency  procedure  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1951. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND 

SURVEYOR 


To  the  Caistor  Rural  District  Council  : 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


1964  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  in  which  all -the  departments 
of  the  Council  were,  for  the  first  time  for  many  years,  housed  in  one  building. 
This  is  a great  improvement  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  and  also 
means  easier  co-operation  between  the  various  departments.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  the  new  Council  chamber  was  almost  complete;  this  building, 
with  so  many  specialist  trades  involved,  is  a most  intricate  structure  but  the 
result  is  a most  excellent  Council  Chamber  which  will  serve  the  Council  for 
many  years  to  come. 

So  far  as  the  routine  work  of  the  department  was  concerned  this 
continued  to  grow  in  amount  and  in  complexity  — the  large  scale  building 
operations,  the  development  of  new  estates  and  the  increasing  number  of 
Council  houses  in  construction,  all  added  their  share  to  a considerable  burden 
of  responsible  work.  But  it  was  still  possible  to  pay  some  attention  to  the 
more  uncommon  aspects  of  public  health  work  — the  technique  of  sewer 
swabbing  at  sewage  works  was  further  extended  with  most  interesting  results, 
the  large  scale  sampling  of  food,  mainly  ducks  and  ancillary  products,  and 
of  water  were  all  important  features  of  1964.  The  number  of  water  samples 
taken  in  the  area,  1138,  meant  that,  at  all  times,  the  department  was  able  to 
have  up-to-date  knowledge  of  all  water  supplies  in  the  area.  The  detailed 
experience  over  a number  of  years  of  the  supply  at  Holton -le -Moor 
persuaded  the  Public  Health  Committee  that  there  was  a case  to  ask  the 
North  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  to  bring  the  main  supply  to  the 
village  of  Holton -le -Moor.  The  reasons  were  both  inadequacy  and 

uncertainty  of  the  supply  at  some  periods  of  most  years. 

To  do  the  work  needed  to  be  done  involves  a loyal  staff  and  I am 
grateful  to  all  of  them  for  their  consistent  help  throughout  the  year.

Sewerage 

The  Council  are  in  process  of  devising  a scheme  for  the  village  of 
Rothwell  to  incorporate  both  domestic  and  industrial  effluent  and  the  land 
for  the  works  has  already  been  decided  upon. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  South  Kelsey  works. 

No  nuisances  arose  from  the  major  works  and  reports  from  the  Lincoln- 
shire River  Board  continue  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  120  sewer  swabs  were  taken  for  analysis  from  inlets  and 
outlets  of  the  various  works.  All  outlet  samples  were  satisfactory  but  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  12  inlet  samples  shewed  presence  of  salmonella. 


Sewer  Dykes 

281  chains  of  dykes  were  cleansed  by  contract  at  a total  cost  of  ^222. 
The  extent  of  the  works  carried  out  varies  from  brushing  side  vegetation 
to  deepening  with  re-alignment. 

As  an  experiment  it  was  decided  that  this  work  be  carried  out  during 
the  early  autumn  instead  of  the  early  spring. 

£15  was  spent  on  direct  labour  carrying  out  minor  improvements  in- 
cluding piping  odd  lengths. 


Water  Supplies 

The  supply  and  control  is  with  the  North  East  Lincolnshire  Water 
Board  whose  advice  and  assistance  is  invaluable  and  always  willingly  given. 

757  samples  were  taken  by  the  Board  of  which  28  were  unsatisfactory. 
These  are  accounted  for  by  being  taken  before  the  supply  passes  throu^ 
the  purification  plants. 

381  samples  were  taken  by  the  Department  from  private  supplies  of 
which  73  were  either  doubtful  or  unsatisfactory.  In  each  case  the  owner 
and  tenant  were  advised  accordingly. 

During  the  year  77  new  house  connections  were  made:  this  figure  in- 
cludes new  houses.  22  existing  connections  were  renewed. 


Public  Scavenging 

The  Council  continue  to  operate  a part  weekly,  part  fortnightly  “back 
door”  collection  of  household  refuse  and  the  system  worked  reasonably 
well.  The  problem  of  a central  tipping  space  was  finally  solved  at  the  end 
of  1964  when  the  Council  commenced  to  lease  from  Caistor  Parish  Church 
an  area  of  10  acres  at  Sandbraes.  This,  on  an  extended  lease,  will  give 
ample  tipping  space  for  the  foreseeable  future  and  as  it  centralises  the  tipping 
it  means  that  the  use  of  a bulldozer  and  proper  regular  control  can  be  con- 
sidered. There  is  no  doubt  that  unauthorised  and  unorganised  tipping  on 
the  Council’s  refuse  tips  creates  one  of  the  more  serious  public  health 
problems. 

Nightsoil  continued  to  be  collected  weekly  from  approximately  800 
houses  ; this  was  disposed  of  by  composting  or  tipping  on  un-used  arable 
' land.  A record  of  the  source  and  point  of  disposal  of  all  loads  is  kept. 
The  emptying  of  treatment  tanks  on  payment  (£1  for  one  load  with  a charge 
of  £1  per  hour  beyond  two  hour’s  work)  continued  and  again  source 
and  disposal  points  were  carefully  noted.  The  increasing  number  of 
treatment  tanks  emptied,  viz.  549  in  1964,  makes  an  added  burden  to  the 
crew  of  the  vehicle  but  they  performed  their  work  well  and  conscientiously 
despite  considerable  demands  on  their  time. 
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Verminous  and  Insanitary  Premises 

A free  disinfestation  service  is  given  and  by  agreement  this  is  extended 
to  Market  Rasen  also. 

3 private  dwellings  were  treated.  In  a number  of  cases  furniture  and 
fittings  were  treated  for  woodworm  prior  to  being  transferred  to  council 
dwellings. 

12  gallons  pesticide  and  1^  cwt.  (521)  powder  were  used  in  this  work. 


Rodent  Control 

A full  time  operator  is  employed  who  also  carries  out  work  by  agree- 
ment for  Market  Rasen  U.D.C.  when  required. 

Regular  inspection  and  treatment  of  sewers  and  works  are  carried  out. 
Many  of  the  Wold  farmers  now  employ  their  own  operators  but  work 


in  close  liaison  with  this  council’s  operator.
